London, October 21.—The Irish 
peace conference has reached its 
most critical stage. Government 
officials admit that after Friday's 
heated session, in which bitterness 
and anger played a serious part, 
the tensfOn is greater than it has 
been at any time since the dele- 
gates sat down at 10 Downing 
street. 

The present sttuation was created 
by Eamonn de Valera’s letter to the 
pope, which Lloyd-George scath- 
ingly denounced in the afternoon 
session as “ill-timed and not calcu- 
lated to improve the chances of 
settlement.” 


The premier, emphasized the dan- 
ger of jeopardizing the success of 
the conference, became conciliatory 
towards the end of the session, to 
the extent of agreeing to another 
meeting on Monday. but the ting 
of his rebuke “Still remains.

Net) earnings of the Atlanta’ Gas 
Light company, subsidiary of the 
Georgia Railway and Power. ecgm- 
pany, during the past yea® ending 
September 30, 1921, amounted to 6.16 


}per cent on the minimum valuation 


of the properties amounting to $4,- 
533,635, which was fixed by the 
state railroad commission as of De- 
cember 31, 1920, according to a 
statement of earnings filed with 
the commission Friday by the power 
company. The figures showed net 
earnjngs of 5.27 per cent’on $5,- 
299,435, the minimum valuation fix- 
ed by Professor H. E. Riggs, an im- 
partial independent engineer em- 
ployed exclusively by the commis- 
sion, and net earnings of only 3.71 
on $7,512,293, the fair value fixed 
by Professor Riggs. / 

For the month of September, 1921, 
the combany submitted a statement, 
showing net earnings of $34,882.

AT CAMP GORDON 
SOLD BY MISTAKE 


About Twenty Lots Be- 
longing to W. T. Ash- 
ford Disposed of Without 
Knowledge of Owner. 


IMPERFECT RECORDS 
DECLARED THE CAUSE 


Flaws in Titles to Proper- 

ty Discovered Through 
Work of Atlanta Title 
Guarantee Compariy. 


“Camp Gordon, once the stamping 
ground of America’s sturdy world 
war veterans,.is gone,” loca] news- 
paper writers have informed a pal- 

ting public with a verbal flour- 
ish almost as graceful as that of the 
royal heralds of old.

So far 
about 20 lots have been found to be 
affected, the property sold belong- 
ing to W. T. Ashford, who had only 
leased it to the government. 

As the result of examination of 
titles by the Title Guarantee com- 
pany, officials state, no difficulty 
will be experienced by.~ purchasers 
in securing either a complete refund 
of their purchase money, or a re- 
fund of that paid for a portion of 
their purchase, the title to which is 
imperfect. ;

Had Forced Negro toGive 
Seat to White Women. 
Shot Is Fired at Night

After he had forced a negro to 
relinguish a seat near the front of a 
Piedmont avenue street car Friday 
morning in order that white women 
might be given seats, C..O. Phillips,

Chicago, October 31.—The govera- 
ment today moved to prevent a raif- 
road strike and to enforce obedi- 
ence by both unions and roads of 
decrees of the United States. rail- 
way labor board. The board for- 
mally announced that it had assum- 
ed full furisdiction tn the rail cri- 
sis and ordering the workers not to 
strige, pending a conference of 
union heads and rail chiefs which 
‘{t called for October 26. 

A decision from this conference 
will not be announced until after 
October 30, the scheduled strike 
date, board members said, deciar- 
ing that in this way a walkout 
would be averted unlesg the unions 
defied the board's orders not te

Add a little more 
fat to the pan and in it brown a 
small blanched onion for each per- 
son to be served; add these to the 
casserole, cover and let cook about 
two hours or until nearly tender: 
add for each service two small 
strips of carrots and half a dozen 
cubes of potatoes parboiled and 
browned in the frying pan; also salt 
and pepper as needed and let cook 
until the vegetagles are tender. (If 
the beef is rolled in flour it wil] 
brown more quickly.)

View on Board Action. 

In the absences of anv indication 
that the administration was con-

“Therefore, be it resolved, That 
concurrently with such reductions 
in wages, the benefit of the reduc- 
tion thus obtained shall, with the 
concurrence of the interstate com- 
merce commission, be passed On to 
the public in a reauction of existing 
railroad rates, éxcept in so far as 
such reductions have been made in 
the meantime, this action being ,in 
furtherance of the general plan 
adopted by the Association of Rall- 
way Executives at its meeting in 
Chicago October 14, 1921.”

Admiral Beatty 
Warmly Greeted

Lord Beatty, victor of Jutland, the 
greatest naval battle ever fought, 
walked briskly along New York's 
finest thoroughfare, Fifth avenue, 
for two miles or more in the waning 
daylight of Friday afternoon with- 
Out being recognized by anyone ex- 
eept the two men, who somehow 
managed always to keep two paces 
astern of him.

“My purpose in inviting you gen- 
tlemen to meet here tonight was 
to see if we cannot arouse greater 
interest in the live stock produc- 
tion in our state,” were the words 
of greeting spoken by W. H. White, 
Jr., president of the White Provi- 
sion company, of Atlanta, to ap- 
proximately one hundred guests as- 
sembled at dinner Friday night at

And it was a gathering of men 
from widely separated parts of the 
country who enjoyed Mr. White’s* 
hospitality and exchanged views on 
the future of live stock industry in 
Georgia from the angles of the pro- 
ducer, the distributor, the banker 
and the business men, Present were 
live stock raisers, exhibitors at the 
Southeastern fair, officials of this 
fair, bankers, bus:ness men and rep- 
Also four 
Maryland boys,. the winners of the 
stock judging contest at tne South- 
eastern fair—Warren Rice, George 
Worrilow, Joe Giackin, and Kent 
Price. These youngsters, accom- 
panied by Demonstration Agent W. 


C, Snarr, of College Park, Md., have 
just completed a sort of grand cir- 


cuit of fairs in the middle west 

ending up with their triumph in 

the’ Atlanta judging contests. 
Guests Introduce Selves, 

When the cigar stage 6f the din- 
ner was reacned the host requested 
each man present to rise and in- 
troauce himself. 

Mr.. Wihite then wave a brief ac- 
count of the live stock situation in 
Georgia. “When 1 opened my pack- 
ing house in 1910,” said he, “l was 
able to get but 10 per cent of my 
hegs trom the state of Georgia. 
Last year more than 40 per cent 
came from Georgia, and this year 
the percentage will be higner. Not 
only have we increased the quan- 
tity of hogs produced, but the qual- 
ity shows even greater improve- 


ment. 
“I am reliably informed,” Mr. 
White contihued, “that ‘2.3 per cent 
population is 


of Georgia's swine 
purebred stock, and that Ilowa 
boasts of but 3.7 per cent. The aver- 
age of purebred hogs im the ten 
southeastern states is 2.34 per cent. 
Georgia leads all southern states in 
the number of hogs produced, but 
stands fourth in the percentage of 
purebred animals. Our record as a 
beef producing state .s‘not so good, 
and only nine-tenths of one per-cent 
of our beef cattle were purebred 
animals. Can anyone who looked on 
the exhibition of that champion of 
all champions, ‘Bonnie Jean,’ argue 
that Georgia cannot beat the world 
in quality beef production.” 
: ‘Danger of Single Crop. j 
‘ H. G. Hastings, president of the 
Southeastern Fair association, stated 
that the fair had been conceived by 
men who had the vision of the dan- 
ger of cotton as a single crop. Re- 
ferring to other sections of the 
country who had tried the one-crop 
éystem with disastrous results, he 
said that Kansas, the great corn 
state, never got right until her farm- 
ers made their crops walk to mar- 
ket on their own feet. During the 
past few days Mr. Hastings said 
that he noted that an dantensified 
interest, not observable in former 
years, was being paid by the farmer 
visitors to the fair in the diversi- 
fication products on display there. 

Lee Ashcraft, president of the At- 
lanta Chamber of Commerce, paid a 
high tribute to the public spirit al- 
ways shown byMr. White in Atlanta 
affairs and aleo touched on the edu- 
cational value of the Southeastern 
fair. M. B, Wellborn, governor of 
the federal reserve bank of’Atlanta, 
declared that the interest in live 
stock throughout the southeast was 
due jars ely to the efforts of Mr.
